since before the 1129 market 
crash. Then came the years of 
depression, despair and fright, 
the new programs of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
gratitude for his leadership as 
expressed in the 1936 election 
which gave him every state but 
two. 


Before 
the depression 
was 


over, 
and before Roosevelt's 


third election, the United States 
had moved into the anxiety and 
the preparations of the years 
just before WorW War II. Then 
there were the war years. 


Reiura to Peace 


After them— the years of re- 


conversion to peace, the stun- 
ning realization that the nation 
had only moved from a hot war

Communist Unity 


This coincided with the distin- 


tegrariori of unity in the Com- 
munist world. The Reds turned 
their energies and hostilities, in- 
wards. criticizing one another. 
It was then that a comparative- 
ly peaceful period for this coun- 
try began. 


True, there is still Castro's 


communism 
in Cuba and the 


war in Viet Nam is going anv- 
thing but well. But neither di- 
rectly menaces the safety of the 
United States, which at last is 
beginning to feel secure behind 
an armed strength greater than1 


anything the Communist world 
can muster 


Now. 
with crisis absent and 


tension eased and the country 
fairly 
prosperous, 
Americans 


have more time to examine 
themselves, 
criticize 
them- 


selves. express their discontent 
with themselves. 


President Johnson in a very 


real .sense is the custodian of 
the programs, 
at home and 


abroad, built up since 1928 and 
he is intent on adding new ones, 
particularly in the social wel- 
fare field '

The Parking Experiment 


Although subject to criticism by some 


merchants who feel they will suffer eco- 
nomically by the experiment, the Appleton 
Common Council is to be commended for 
authorizing a front-to-back parallel park- 
ing test in the heart of the College Avenue 
business district later this month. 


The test will be conducted July 27 to 


Aug. 24 on both sides of the 100 blocks of 
East and West College Avenue. This sys- 
tem of parallel parking, also known as 
"paired parking" requires two 19-foot stalls 
with eight feet of maneuvering space at 
each end of the pair of stalls. 


Front-to-back parallel parking has work- 


ed out well in several other cities in Wis- 
consin. We say this as a matter of fact 
without attempting in any way to .argue 
the merits of parallel vs. angle parking, 
which presently exists on College Avenue. 


Most significant fact involved in the 


Council's "green light" to the parking ex- 
periment is that it will help to eliminate 
unnecessary controversy when the policy 
is finally established for the redesigning of 
the College Avenue business district and its 
reconstruction from 1965 to 1967. 


If front-to-back parallel parking does 


not prove effective in the two-block test 
area, it will be demonstrated. Should it 
prove to be an improvement over the pres- 
ent system that's fine, too. 


One thing is certain—the test will show 


whether a different type of parking will 
work on the Avenue. Up until now it has 
been nothing but a battle of words and 
conflicting opinions. 


The test should prove most interesting 


and we, too, are curious about the out- 
come.

Tfie Dangerous Summer 


The gradual but very real increase In 


crimes of violence, many and perhaps the 
majority of them inspired by racial antag- 
onisms, has been apparent so far this sum- 
mer. Senator Barry Goldwater struck a 
spark of enthusiasm and understanding in 
his acceptance speech when he mentioned 
the need to restore and maintain law and 
order. 


In major northern cities, parks after 


dark are shunned by white people. The 
increase in the number of muggings, as- 
saults, rapes, unprovoked beatings and 
murders is shocking. Robert Moses, head of 
the New York World's Fair, has tried to dis- 
pel fears of would-be-tourists by claiming 
it is all the fault of the 
"metropolitan 


press." But the statistics say otherwise. At- 
tacks on subways and in quiet stieets have 
meant the organization of private vigilante 
groups in Jewish neighborhoods and a con- 
siderable boost in the number of police- 
iri^n assigned to the major areas of unrest. 
Often the violence is led or inspired by 
bands of Negro and white youths out of 
school for the summer and apparently with 
nothing else to do. 


But the violence is not all in the north 


•nd whites are not the only victims. The 
brother of s'ain Medgar Evers charges that 
at least 14 Negroes have been killed or 
have disappeared under suspicious circum- 
stances since his brother's death. There are 
almost daily reports of beatings of Negroes 
by bands of unidentified white men. In 


Mississippi eight Negro churches have been 
burned to the ground this summer al- 
though in many cases there had been no 
civil rights activities involving them. White 
citizens have generally chipped in to help 
provide funds for rebuilding the churches 
since it is understandably difficult for Ne- 
groes to get reasonable insurance rates on 
their property in the south. The number 
of bombings and snipings h?ve also in- 
creased—and few if any of the attackers 
have been arraigned. 


These are dangerous trends in both the 


north and the south If there is to be a 
call to murder any white person among 
some renegade Negro groups or a license 
for whites to beat up any Negro as a warn- 
ing against trying to vote, it is essential 
that law enforcement agencies do more 
than they have been to protect the inno- 
cent before all of us must begin to carry 
switchblades or sidearms. The inability or 
disinterest in coping with these problems 
of violence by local law enforcement agen- 
cies must inevitably lead to the extension 
of the violence and the eventual appeal by 
an outraged citizenry to higher authority. 


Maintaining law and order in some cases 


may be almost impossible. Every inch of 
every park cannot be constantly patrolled 
nor every southern road kept under perma- 
nent scrutiny. But certainly both northern 
and southern officials should use all their 
resources to bring to justice those who com- 
mit the most serious of all crimes, the 
physical attack on the individual.

An 
aroused public which seeks to 
change repugnant policies of 
a state agency cannot do so 
by electing a new governor 
who share* the public view. 
The governor, in a single term, 
can appoint only one new man 
who reflects the philosophy of 
the electorate. There is too lit- 
tle public control here to suit 
my belief in democracy. 


To assure agency responsi- 


bility to the public, I would 
suggest that each governor be 
permitted to appoint during his 
term no fewer than a major- 
ity of the members of every 
board and commission. Per- 
haps he should appoint all of 
them. This would, of course, 
be vore feasible if our gover- 
nors served a four-year term 
because it would permit 
a 


four-year period of continuity 
in agency policy. But if contin- 
uity and democracy are to be 
weighed in the scales, demo- 
cracy must prevail.
